Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record, correcting only typographical errors and 

obvious omissions (i.e. brief description of Fig. 9), appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

On page 9, immediately following the paragraph describing Fig. 8, the following 
paragraph has been inserted: 

- - FIG. 9 illustrates the structure of a surface acoustic wave filter in 
accordance with the prior art. - 

On page 9, on the 5 th line from the bottom "4" has been changed to - - 5 - - 
because balanced terminal 1 1 is connected to IDT 5 (see also the immediately 
preceding line and Fig. 1). 

On page 10, on line 15, "finer" has been changed to - - finger - -. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a surface acoustic wave 
filter having each of the specifically recited features, especially the first through third 
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interdigital transducers (IDTs) arranged and structured as recited and also having the 
specified IDT weighting (see claims 1 , 5 and 10 the last paragraph thereof and claim 16 
the last two paragraphs thereof), and wherein the "serial connection weighting" recited 
in claim 5 (last line thereof) is defined by the specification, for example, at the paragraph 
bridging pages 5 and 6 (see also page 10, lines 17-19, page 13, lines 18-24) and shown 
in at least Figs. 1 and 6. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Comments on IDS, Title change and Prior Art 

3. The form PTO-1449 with the information disclosure statement filed 2/4/04 

apparently did not get scanned so the Examiner could not "see" it. Applicant provided a 
faxed copy on 10/13/04, which is initialed and signed by the Examiner, and its date of 
receipt is considered 2/4/04. 

4. It should be noted that the Title of the Invention has been changed to: 

- - SURFACE ACOUSTIC WAVE FILTER WITH SPLIT CENTER IDT AND 
SPECIFIC WEIGHTING AND COMMUNICATION APPARATUS - -. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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U.S. 2002/0145361 appears to be a related application and discloses a SAW 
filter with a split center IDT (see Fig. 14) and shows weighting including "serial 
connection weighting" (see Fig. 24). This application was also reviewed for Double 
Patenting issues and none were found. 

Nakazawa et al. JP 1 1 -97966 discloses a SAW filter with a split center IDT (see 
Fig. 1 ), but does not discuss any weighting of the IDTs as recited in the claims of the 
instant application.
